This -article was 
captioned "Washington Insider* Rocked By Report of a Fantastic Latter 
Link Ruby A Oswald Shocked Officials Hear: U. S. Justice Dept. Latter 
Blocked Their Arrest Seven Months Before JFK Slaying. Washington 
Insiders Are Talking About a Fantastic Story Cal 1 lag. . .Ruby A Oswald 
Pals. M This article was written by JOHN BEN SHAW, Enquirer Washington 
Bureau Chief. This article was datalined Washington. Chief CURRY 
read this article in its entirety and stated chat (1) ha and his 
Department had never heard of LEE HARVEY OSWALD prior to the 
assassination of President KENNEDY on November 22, 1963; (2) that 
the Dallas Police Department had conducted a thorough investigation 
concerning the attempted assassination of Major General EDWItf A. 
UALKEfc-but that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had nove^een’dohkldered as a 
suspect. (3) Chief CURRY stated he had no information linking RUBY 
and LEE HARVEY OSWALD to the plot to assassinate General EDWIh A. 
WALKER. (4) Chief CURRY very emphatically and categorically stated 
ho had never received or heard of a letter to his Department from the 
Department of Justice regarding a request not to arrest LEE HARVE. 
OSWALD or JACK RUBY. (5) Ho stated he had never beeu requested by 
any official of the Fodaral Bureau of Investigation not to arrest 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD or JACK RUBY. 

Chief CURRY concluded by stating there was absolutely no 
truth whatsoever in the allegations made in the article and teemed 
them sheer fantasy and a figmant of somebody's im a gin ation. 
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
